CRRC MA Is underway with the construction of a 204,000 square feet 
rail car manufacturing facility in Springfield, Massachusetts to assemble 
the vehicles locally and stimulate vocational training and employment 

in the area. The 40 acre parcel will also site a 2,240 foot dynamic 

test track, a staging/storing area, and an engineering and 
administration building. 


Construction began in March 2016, with facility completion scheduled 
for fall 2017. Rail car final assembly at the new plant will begin 
spring of 2018 with the first Orange Line cars delivered in December 
2018. Red Line vehicle assembly will follow with the first cars 
delivered in November 2019. Delivery of both fleets will continue 
through 2022.
